London, 
Ju ly 1.—The news from 
W ashington that steps were believ ed 
to hav e been taken looking to media­ 
tion between Ru ssia and Japan cre­ 
ates great su rprise here. 
The British 
gov ernment not only has taken no part 
in su ch measu res, bu t apparently is 
ignorant that they are in progress. 
Official opinion here, from Prem ier 
Balfou r down, is that the time is not 
y et ripe for any offer of mediation; 
bu t to q u ote a person in Mr. Balfou r’s 
confidence, “Great Britain has kept 
the door open for any su ch contingen­ 
cy . 
It is not likely that this gov ern­ 
m ent wou ld be acceptable in the role 
of arbitrator, bu t it wou ld at the right 
tim e u se all its influ ence to u rge the 
belligerents to accept the offer from 
a su itable mediator. 
There seems to 
be no reason for thinking that the gov ­ 
ernm ent wou ld not till that role su ita­ 
bly , bu t Ru ssian opinion is alway s a 
rather u nknown factor.” 
From the highest official sou rces 
here and from the Japanese legation 
comes 
the 
positiv e 
statem ent 
that 
nothing whatev er has resu lted from 
the interv iews between King Edward 
and Emperor William at Kiel th at In 
any way was connected with the Ru s 
so-Japanese war. 
There seems to 
b%. 
no dou bt that responsible ministers 
seriou sly warned King Edward th at he 
mu st not initiate any step in that di­ 
rection with his imperial nephew. 
The Japanese legation, it appears, 
made discreet inq u iries as to whether 
or not this adv ice was carried ou t and 
it was stated there that there was 
ev ery reason to believ e the war was 
not discu ssed at Kiel, ex cept in the 
most informal and conv ersational way . 
It was also pointed ou t at the Japanese 
legation, which was entirely ignorant 
of any news concerning a mov ement 
toward mediation, 
ta a t the present 
moment wou ld be tne most Inoppor 
tu ne so far as Japan is concerned, for 
any su ch step. 
Japan, it was main 
tained at the legation, mu st first se 
cu re some su ch strategical point as 
Liao Yang before she is in a position 
to m aintain su ch adv antages as she 
has already won in Manchu ria. 
With 
ou t a commanding strategical base, 
Japanese officials here believ e, their 
forces wou ld be u nable either to rest 
on their present lau rels or to pu sh 
forward. 
W hether this is accomplished by a 
decisiv e battle or by the retirem ent 
of the Ru ssians, the Japanese here 
say , mediation cannot be dreamed of 
u ntil that phase of the stru ggle is set­ 
tled one way or the other. Su bseq u ent 
to the Japanese achiev ing or failing in 
this objectiv e, it was thou ght that me­ 
diation might possibly be feasible, bu t 
Baroa Hay ashi, the Japau ese minister, 
reiterates that the term s Japan was 
willing to accept prior to the 
hostili­ 
ties cannot possibly 
be considered 
now.

If they g et w hat they w ant they 
will enter the cam paig n with confi­ 
dence approaching the ag g ressive and 
with m ore energ y and determ ination 
than they h are displayed for twelve 
years. 
If they fail to g et w hat they 
w ant they will return from St. Louis 
dispirited, disheartened and disorg an­ 
ized, and it is altog ether likely that 
they will find It necessary to resort to 
drafting m ethods to g et a state ticket 
when thoy hold their convention Aug .
